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What  triggers  leal  tall? 

In  early  autumn,  in  response  10  (he  shortening  days  and  declining  intensity  of  sunlight,  leaves  begin  the 
processes  leading  up  to  dtelr  fall.  The  veins  that  carry  Quids  into  and  out  of  the  leaf  gradually  close  oft  as  a 
layer  of  cells  forms  at  the  base  of  each  leaf.  These  clogged  veins  trap  sugars  in  the  leaf  and  promote 
production  of  anlhocyanlns.  Once  this  separation  layer  is  complete  and  the  connecting  tissues  are  sealed  of 
the  leaf  is  ready  to  fall.
